The power behind the Rus­ 
sian offensive, the growing Allied 
strength on the shore of France, 
pressure from the south with every 
sign that it will be extended.

Bricker returns to his home at 
Columbus tonight alter being ac­ 
claimed as heartily as the presi­ 
dential nominee. 
The Ohio governor was known 
personally by mast of the dele­ 
gates and they welcomed the op­ 
portunity to roar their approval of 
Bricker as he stepped to the plat­ 
form to bow out. of the presidential 
picture.
